News has been received confirming 
the hitherto reported burning of 


ranches in the Juniper lake and Stein 


mountain country. Burns’, Bavid - 
son’s and Dixon's houses have been 
burned to the ground, and about 200 
head of horses taken by the hostiles. 
The Indians aresupposed to have gone 
towerd Stein mountain, but no relia- 
ble news has been received of their 


whereabouts. All reports indicate 
that they are more intent on stealing 
stock than killing the settlers. The 
extent of their depredations or the 
number of murders committed west of 
the Winnemucca and Idaho road is not 
known. Nothing has been heard of 
Captain Wagner's force which left 
Camp Bidwell two weeks ago. It is 
feared that they have encountered a 
large body of Indians near Stein 
mountain and may have been de- 


feated. 

A Silver City, Idaho, dispatch of 
June 19th says: A messenger from 
Camp Harney reports serious Indian 
depredations in that vicinty. The 
party under Eagan have burned the 

ond ranch, in Happy valley, 
near Stein mountain. The Indians 
have captured over 400 horses. Thirty 
soldiers of the First Cavalry have gone 
there to render assistance and keep 
the savages from making further 
raids, The balance of the company 
will hold themselves in readiness to 
reinforce, More troops and supplies 
are greatly needed. French and 
Robie, with their employes, have been 
driven from Stein mountain. They 
report the mountains full of Indians; 
also report all their stock killed or 
driven off. Two men have been shot. 
The latest news from Colonel Ber- 
nard’s command states that he has a 
howitzer and three companies of cav- 
alry, and will be reinforced by Mo- 
Gregor before reaching Camp Harney. 
They are in hot pursuit of the Ban- 
nocks. General Howard has sent 
Grover and three companies of cavalry 
to Old’s ferry to prevent the Bannocks 
going north. Canyon City and vicin- 
ity are being raided by the Indians, 
and a number of whites are reported 


The Indian War. 


Silver State: Reports from the north 
indicate that the hostile Indians have 
left Idaho and are now raiding in 
southeastern Oregon. The Bannocks 
under Buffalo Horn probably num- 
ber less than three hundred, but that 
is sufficient to bold an extent of terri- 
tory two hundred miles square, which, 
though affordi . for thous- 
ands of cattle, | not average one 
white inhabitant to the square mile. 
Unless the Bannocks and renegade 
Nez Percos—some forty in number 
who are reported to have 22 them 
on the war path, are reinforced by the 
Malheurs, Piutes and other tribes in 
Eastero Oregon, the number of troops 
now centering toward the infested 
region from every direction ought to 
end the war before Augest. uch, 
however, depends upon success in the 
first engagement between the troops 
and hostiles So far the latter have 
met with no resistance. They have 
raided south from the lava beds 
through the Bruneau country, and 
from there west into Oregon, and pos- 
sibly northwestern Nevada, without 
losing a man. In their skirmish with 
the Silver City Volunteers they 
achieved a victory without loss.
